It is hardly conceivable that they will lend their aid to a 
scheme rich in such infamous possibilities, when under our existing 
legal system not a single white vote 1s endangered and the negro 
is safely eliminated as a political factor. 


§ THE NEGRO QUESTION A 


In the current South Atlantic Quarterly. the Rev. Dr. John E. White, 
pastor of the Second Baptist church, of Atlanta, has a most thoughtful and 
scholarly article on “The True and the False in Southern Life.” 

The larger part of Dr. White’s admirable article is devoted to the pecu- 
liar psychology of the southern temperament that takes a kind of morbid, 
defiant pride in this section’s imaginary “splendid isolation’’ from the resf 


and politics. The Atlanta clergyman, being to the manner born a southerner, 
handles his difficult subject as in the nature of a self-examination or analy- 
sis. asking why the south should persist in, and, apparently, glory in being 
a Philistine. In a word, Dr. White seeks to discover why chauvinism has 
such a hold on the southern temperament—for chauvinism it must be, with 
various aspects. 

If northern people alone were noting this characteristic in us as a fault, 
we might be slow to recognize it as such, but the mental and moral leader. 
ship of the south has long pointed out wherein this sedtion is handicapping 
its progress and delaying its manifest destiny by failing to allow itself to 
be merged into the larger national life.

American Scientist Talks. 

Singularly enough, an American scien- 
tist is the only one sharing Professor 
Matteucci’s opportunities of observation, 
This is Frank A. Perrett, of New York. 

“IT have only been here three months.” 
said Professor Perrett. ‘Il came to Italy 
originally for my health. I had studied 
| volcano disturbances and met Professor 
| Matteucci. We became mutually inter- 
|}ested, and he honored me by inviting me 
to share his observations as an honorary 
assistant. The post of assistant to which 
I was recently appointed by the Uni- 
versity of Naples, came at a most for- 
tunate moment, as it permitted my ob- 
servation of this trémendous disturbance, 
which is beyond the faintest conception 
of those outside the immediate terrors of 
Vesuvius. 

“The most terrible moment came Sat- 
urday night. I had gone to Boscotre- 
case for the purpose of photographing 
the lava stream that was then deluging 
that town. JI returned to the observa- 
tory about midnight. The dynamic force 
of the main crater increased enormously 
and new crater mouths opened in the 
mdlUntainside within ten minutes of each 
other, This caused immense havoc, 
From Naples crowds flocked to Bosto 
trecase to witness the sight which was 
grander there than at.any other point. 

“At midnight the situatton in the ob- 
servatory was terrible. The ground 
rocked under it and it was impossible

the volcano opened like a fountain, its 
discharge rising and spreading and then 
falling over a great area. The electric 
phenomena was terrifying. The claps,of 
thunder were incessant with a lurid 
play of lightning. The cause the 
phenomena was friction from the as- 
cending particles generating electricity 
which displayed itself in Incessant light- 
ning and thunder claps. 

“No one thought of sleep, but all stood 
sazing at the awful scene. At 3 o'clock 

the morning the lowest station seem- 
ed to be burning and at 3:30 o'clock the 
whole cone broke open with a tremen- 
dous earthquake shock. Red hot pro- 
jectiles were precipitated toward Mount 
Ssomma and the observatory. 

“That seemed to be the eritical mo 
ment and the brigadier of the carbineers 
ordered a retreat. We made our way 
to &2 small house down the mountain- 
Side, but even there the rain of stones 
continued. One of the carbineers was 
Struck on the head and badivy cut. Af- 
ter this the intensity of the eruption 
Steadily. decreased.”
